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Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of 
Health  this  Report  is  in  some  respects  m.ore  com-prehensire 
than  has  heretofore  heen  customary,  for  it  includes  partic- 
ulars of  Public  Health  improvements  v/hich  have  been  effected 
during  the  past  five  years.  It  also  includes  mortality  and 
sickness  statistics  for  that  period. 

As  this  is  but  one  of  fifteen  Reports  vdiich  I am  sub- 
mitting to  as  many  Authorities  its  size  and  scope  arc  neces- 
sarily more  curtailed  than  \7ould  be  the  case  were  I merely 
acting  for  a single  District.

Although  the  District  as  a v/hole  is  chiefly  agricultural, 
most  of  the  land  being  grazed,  there  is  in  addition  to  the 
quarrying  industry  a large  number  of  Boot  & Shoe  and  Hosiery 
Factories  and . ViTorkshops  in  the  larger  villages.  The  parish 
of  Kirby  Muxloe  is  essentially  residential.

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II.  dElJERAL  PROVISION  OF  Kr^ALTH  SERVICES  IIT  THS  AREA. 
Hospitals  provided  or  sulDsidized  iDy  the  Local  Authority 
or  County  Council 

Tuberculosis  . Maternity  & Children ' s Hospital  ac cor/modation 
are  controlled  oy  the  County  Council  and  the  matter  is  deaMt 
with  comprehensively  in  the  County  Report. 

Fever.  There  are  8 Isolation  Hospitals  with  a total  of  85 
beds,  controlled  by  the  Leicestershire  Isolation  Hospitals’ 
Committee.  Patients  are  sent  to  such  hospitals  as  havr©  beds 
available  for  the  disease  from  -yhich  they  are  suffering,  the 
majority  from  this  District  being  sent  to  the  hospital  at 
Blaby . 

Small  Pox.  There  are  two  hospitals  provided  for  the  Countj^ 
as  a v/-hole. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a,)  For  Infectious  Cases.  - Motor  ambulances  are  pro- 
vided in  connection  with  the  Isolation  Hospitals. 

(b)  For  Hon-inf ec tious  Cases  & Accidents.-  Hone  under 

the  District  Council.  The  Leicester  Roya.1  Infirmarjr 
8c  other  voluntar^^  organizations  provide  the  neces- 
sary facilities. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres.  All  under  the  County  Council. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Autliority. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  acts  for  this  and  fourteen 
other  Districts  in  four  counties.  The  Combined  Districts 
cover  ^QQ  sq.  miles  and  have  a population  of  a,bout  120,000. 
All  travelling  expenses  are  defrayed  'by  the  Medical  Officer 
of  Health.  No  office  or  clerical  sta.ff  is  provided. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  is  also  Sanitary  Surveyor 
devotes  the  whole  of  his  tine  to  his  officia,!  duties.  He 
also  defrays  his  motoring  expenses.  There  is  an  Exchequer 
gran t^ of  each  of  the  above  appointments. 
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Professional  ITursing  in  the  Home. 


The  County  Council’s  Health  Visitors  visit  cases  in  this 
District.  There  are  District  Purses  in  the  larger  parishes. 

Midwives . 

The  supervision  of  Midwives  is  vested  in  the  County  Council. 
Chemical  Work. 

Analyses  of  foods  and  drugs  are  conducted  hy  the  County 
Analyst.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  analyses  samples  of 
v/ater  and  occasionally  of  sewage  effluents.  Seventeen  samples 
v7ere  analysed  durin  g 1925. 

Legislation  in  Force. 

Bye-lavrs  v/ith  respect  to  Lev/  Buildings  were  adopted  for 
the  whole  District  in  1925 » and  Bye-laws  for  regulating  and 
promoting  cleanliness  in  tents  vans  and  sheds  have  just  "been 
adopted . 

III.  SAPITARY  CIRCUMSTAHCBS  OP  THE  ARSA. 

Water. 

Since  192O  the  Leicester  City  supply,  vdiich  had  already 
"been  laid  on  to  the  parishes  of  Enderhy,  Glenfield,  Glen  Parva, 
Kirhy  Muxloe  and  Rev/  Parks  and  to  part  of  Blaby  and  Countes- 
thorpe,  has  Been  extended  in  the  latter  parishes.  It  has  also 
Been  laid  on  to  Glenfield  Prith,  Leicester  Porest  Past,  Har- 
Borough.  and  Whetstone  and  several  otlier  extensions  have  also 
Been  completed. 

The  outstanding  requirements  regarding  water  supply  are:- 

(1)  Extension  of  City  mains  through  Littlethorpe  and 
CosBy.  Many  of  the  vacIIs  in  this  area,  are  con- 
taminated and  the  puBlic  supply  is  moreover  re- 
quired f or  a numBer  of  factories. 

(2)  Extension  of  City  mains  to  Huncote,  a village 
which  continues  to  derive  its  supply  from  more 
or  less  polluted  v/ells. 
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(3)  Extension  to  Peatling  Road,  Countestliorpe. 

(4)  Connection  between  Lutterv/-orth  Road,  Blaby,  and 
E'laby  Rd.  , V/hets  tone , to  supply  ne\7  houses. 

(5)  Connection  betY/een  Elaby  Rd.  , and  Column  Lane, 

Glen  Parxa. 

Risers  and  Streams : - 

Direct  pollution  of  the  brook  is  taking  place  in  the  Y’-il- 
lages  of  Countestliorpe,  Croft,  Huncote  and  Kilb3r  in  each  of 
v/hich  the  cev/agt;  is  untreated.  Count es thorp e is  now  being 
dealt  with.  In  most  of  the  larger  Yilla.ges  the  sev/age  is 
filtered  or  irrigated  and  pollution  where  it  exists  is  for 
the  most  part  slight  or  not  noticeable.  In  hirb;*  Muxloe, 
where  the  sev/age  is  tanked  and  irrigated,  the  la,nd  is  unable 
to  cope  v/ith  a large  quantity  and  a ygtj  poor  effluent  is 
being  obtained.  In  ■'.’■iev/  of  contemplated  sev/erage  extensions 
the  conditions  hare  within  the  past  fev/  months  been  investi- 
gated at  a Ministry  of  Health  enquiry.  At  the  Blabir  sev/age 
Works  the  provision  of  additional  percolating  filters  is 
necessarjY. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage: - 

There  are  good  sev/ers  in  most  of  the  larger  villages  and 
in  the  remainder  thej''  are  passable  vrith  the  notable  exception 
of  Croft.  In  this  parish  not  only  are  the  sev/ers  unsatis- 
factory, but  they  discharge  direct  to  the  brook. 

Building  developments  in  a number  of  parishes  are  calling 
for  extension  of  se-iers  and  for  the  provision  in  some  instances 
of  additional  disposal  plant.  A gre?it  deal  of  this  Y’-ork  is 
now  in  hand. 

A Ministr^^  of  Health  enquiry,  to  which  I have  already 
alluded,  has  just  been  held  at  Kirby  Lluxloe  and  it  is  to  be 
hoped  that  ewery  effort  ’.;ill  be  made'  to  expedite  tk.e  comple- 
tion of  sev.rers  for  a number  of  properties  at  present  draining 
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to  cess-pits.  At  that  enquiry  I directed  attention  to  the 
necessity  for  sevrering  the  adjoining  parish  of  Leicester 
Forest  Fast  and  for  dealing  conprehens ively , hoth  as  to  sewer- 
ing and  sewage  disposal,  v/ith  the  two  parishes.  The  adjoin- 
ing portion  of  Braunston  parish  should  also  he  dealt  with. 

An  area  calling  for  special  attention  and  one  which  has 
been  a constant  source  of  trouble  is  the  parish  of  G-lenfield 
Frith  v/here  a number  of  temporary  and  s emi -permanent  dwell- 
ings have  been  erected,  some  draining  to  cess-pools  and 
others  undrained.  This  paradise,  part  of  which  is  known  as 
the  Dominion  EsLate,  formed  the  subject  of  a Liinistry  of 
Health  Enquiry  last  year,  owing  chiefly  to  its  being  unpro- 
■'.‘ided  with  roads.  A new  and  most  necessary  road  is  now  con- 
templated and  I sincerely  trust  that  its  completion  will  be 
expedited.  Sooner  or  later  this  area  v;-ill  have  to  be  sewer- 
ed and  provided  throughout  v/ith  roads.  In  this  vicinity  are 
a nurr^ber  of  Vans  whose  dirty  and  untidy  condition  and  surround- 
ings have  necessitated  the  adoption  of  Bye-lav/s. 

During  1925,  83  drains,  drain-traps  etc.  were  inspected 
and  49  nuisances  were  as  a consequence  abated.  Two  hundred 
and  seventy-nine  cesspools  were  cleansed,  and  in  some  instan- 
ces repaired.  Cesspools  are  a costly  and  insanitary  device 
for  dealing  with  the  drainage  of  new  houses  which  often  v:ithin 
a fe'w  years  have  to  be  connected  with  a sewer.  Rural  Dis- 
tricts should  be  brought  into  line  v/ith  Urban,  vrhere  the 
sewering  precedes  development.  If  this  were  done  much  ex- 
pense and  a great  deal  of  nuisance  would  be  averted.  In 
those  instances  where  a cesspool  is  put  in  pending  the  earlj^ 
advent  of  a sewer,  it  should  be  so  placed  as  to  permit  of  the 
subsequent  connection  being  completed  at  a minimum  cost.  To 
ignore  considerations  of  this  kind  is  to  encourage  unneces- 
sary waste.

The  Ministry  requests  that  this  Report  should  indicate 
v/hether  cornrersion  of  privies  to  pail-closets  or  water-closets 
is  proceeding  on  any  definite  policy  with  a viev/  to  the  ulti- 
mate a-holition  of  insanitary/  types  of  pri^'g,'  accommodation.  In 
common  with  all  saiiitarians  witP.  wh.ose  opinion  we  a,re  acquainted 
I take  the  'riew  that  all  privy-pits  are  insanitary.  They  are  a 
ana.chronism  and  should  he  abolished  in  all  villages  where  public 
scavenging  is  available.  I am  accordingly/  glad  to  be  able  to 
report  some  steady  progress  in  this  v/ork  during  the  past  9 years

During  the  5 years  over  of  the  privies  in  the  District 

have  been  eliminated. 

Scavenging : - 


The  larger  villages  are  now  systematically  scavenged.  Tor 
many  years  I have  advocated  that  all  villages  v/ith  o^'er  4C  in- 
habited houses  should  be  provided  v/ith  systematic  scavenging  of 
night-soil  and  refuse:  for  I regard  this  as  a.  condition  prece- 
dent to  the  effective  abolition  of  insanitary  pits  without  the 
subseqguent  likelihood  of  water  pollution  through  the  emptying  of 
pails  near  wells. 

During  1925,  39  ashpits  were  replaced  by  portable  ashbins 
and  214  nev/  ashbins  were  provided.  The  conversion  of  ashpits 
to  movable  receptacles  with  suitable  covers  is  important  and 
should  proceed  pari  passu  with  the  provision  of  pail-closets. 
Nixed  receptacles  of  e.ny  kind  are  undesirable.  They  foster 
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flies  and  contaminate  subsoil.  Fixed  receptacles  should  be 
statutorily  abolished  in  all  areas  where  scavenging  is  avail- 
able, as  I submit  they  should  be  in  all  villages  with  over  40 
inhabited  houses.

and  year  'by  year  great  inp-rovements , chiefly  in  cleanliness 
ventilation  and  general  sanitation,  have  accrued  in  many  of 
them.  I now  inspect  them  only  as  required..  Speaking  gen- 
erally the  schools  in  the  Blaby  District  are  by  no  means 
below  the  average  for  country  schools  and  some  of  them  are 
excellent.  The  water  is  laid  on  in  those  parishes  where  it 
is  available,  the  schools  at  Blaby  being  supplied  last  year. 
In  response  to  our  request  the  offices  and  drainage  of  these 
schools  were  modernized  last  year:  prior  to  that  they  had 
been  very  insanitary. 


II-  KGUSIITB. 

General  Housing  Conditions: - 

Speaking  generally  the  housing  conditions  are  rather 
above  than  below  what  I concei''''e  to  be  the  average  for  Rural 
Districts.  In  most  of  the  parishes  and  especially  in  those 
adjoining  Leicester  the  population  has  for  many  years  been 
increasing.  viThen  the  Census  v/as  taken  out  of  3,^97  famil- 
ies (i.e.  about  1-^^)  "were  living  under  accentuated  conditions 
of  overcrov/ding  there  being  over  2 adults  (or  4 children)  per 
room  in  their  houses.  This  is  considerably  below  the  per- 
centage for  Rural  Districts  in  the  County  as  a v/hole.  In  1927 
21  overcrov/ded  houses  v/ere  inspected  but  it  was  found  possible 
to  ameliorate  only  six  of  these  causes. 

During  the  past  five  years  building  development  has  been 
rapid  in  parishes  near  Leicester,  and  in  m.ost  of  the  other 
parishes  it  appears  to  have  kept  pace  with,  or  gained  on,  a 
relatively  small  increase  in  population.  The  total  number  of 
houses  completed  each  year  is  as  follov;-s:-

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JTearly  a thousand  houses  in  five  years;  hut  most  of  these 
are  in  developments  adjoining  Leicester,  among  \7hich  the  Leices- 
ter Corporation’s  extensive  housing  schemes  must  he  increasingly 
included.  The  areas  on  v/hich  these  schemes  are  proposed  or  are 
developing  are  drained  to  the  City  sewers  and  are  so  integrally 
attached  to  Leicester  that  they  will  doubtless  he  included  in 
the  next  extension  of  its  boundary. 

The  proportion  of  houses  in  need  of  "re-conditioning"  is 
not  so  high  as  is  the  case  in  most  of  the  Rural  Districts  with 
vmich  I ha-^T-e  to  deal,  the  advantages  of  this  too  long  deferred 
proposal  being  on  the  whole  rauch  more  manifest  in  agricultural 
than  in  industrial  parishes.  Perhaps  the  most  pressing  need 
in  this,  as  in  many  Rural  Districts,  is  for  small  houses  or 
cottages.  Those  of  a non-parlour  typo  and  three  or  even  t'.7o 
hedroom.s.  I believe  that  t’vo  bedroom  non-parlour  houses  v;ould 
supply  a real  need  at  a price  far  below  the  aT-erage  spent  on 
Council  houses.

This  is  not  one  of  the  Districts  in  which  advantage  was 
taken  of  the  facilities  offered  hy  the  County  Council  for  the 
■bacteriological  examination  of  samples.  The  taking  of  samples 
is  now,  however,  "being  commenced  and  I would  urge  that  they  "be 
submitted  frequently,  for  in  every  District  where  we  have  had 
recourse  to  this  measure  a vast  improvement  in  the  cleanliness 
of  milk  has  resulted.  This  is  all  to  the  advantage  not  only 
of  the  consumer  but  of  the  producer  or  retailer.  Many  of  the 
latter  are  now  realising  that  clean  milk  vyill  keep  sweet  in 
warm  v/eather  for  quite  a long  time.  The  requirements  of  the 
Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926,  call  for  assiduous  supervision  as 
to  cleanliness  in  every  stage  of  production  and  distribution. 

I have  had  occasion  to  visit  one  farm  from  ^vhich  dirty  mil.k  v;-as 
sent  to  Leicester.

4!I . R . C-r V . has  systematically  inspected  all  the  milch  cows  in 

the  District. 


Meat : - 

There  are  I9  Slaughter  houses  in  the  District.  In  1920 
there  v;ere  16  and  at  the  beginning  of  I925  there  were  19. 
Dorty-ninc  inspections  were  made  during  the  year,  46  being  at 
time  of  slaughter.  There  is  no  difficulty  in  carrying  out  the 
order  v/ith  regard  to  these  inspections.  The  slaughter-houses 
are  on  the  whole  very  well  kept,  cleansing  and  limev/ashing 
being  ordered  where  necessary. 

One  tuberculous  carcase  was  surrendered  and  was  destroyed 
at  the  Leicester  City  Destructor. 

There  were  37  inspections  of  meat  stalls  or  shojjs  nine  con- 
traventions being  reported.

bakehouses,  of  which  there  are  21  on  the  register,  are 
regularly  inspected  and  are  very  well  kept.  Three  nuisances

One  case  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  v^as  notified  at  Thurlaston.

For  the  5 years  under  review  the  Attack  Rate  (i.e.  the 


average  annual  number  of  cases  per  1000  of  the  population)  from 
Diphtheria  is  0,89  and  the  Attack  R.ate  from  Scarlet  Fever  is 
1.11.  The  corresponding  rates  for  Eng.  & \7ales  are  1.29  2. 65. 

The  death-rate  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  is  O.81  per  1000,  a 

15. 
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figure  v/hich  approximates  to  the  rate  for  the  country  as  a 
\7hole  v/hich  is  about  0.88  and  substantially  tallies  ’/ith  that 
of  the  County.  I record  an  average  of  3 deaths  per  annum  from 
other  forms  of  Tuberculosis.  There  can  be  no  doubt  whatever 
that  the  systematic  veterinary  inspection  of  cattle  combined 
with  the  measures  which  we  are  now  advocating  in  order  to  im- 
prove the  purity  of  milk  will  continue  to  play  an  integral  part 
in  reducing  the  incidence  of  surgical  Tuberculosis  especially  in 
young  children. 

In  connection  with  the  diagnosis  and  supervision  of  Consump- 
tion it  should  be  noted  that  during  1925  39  examinations  of  sputa 
for  tubercle  bacilli  were  made  at  the  County  Laboratory.  The 
total  number  of  examinations  made  at  this  laboratory  during  the 
year  v/as  3, 5^1  of  which  the  follov/ing  were  for  this  District  :-

are  not  only  simplifying  the  prevention  of  infectious  disease 
but  are  enabling  us  to  exercise  a degree  of  efficiency  in  its 
administrative  control  which,  whatever  its  shortcomings,  v/ould 
be  otherv/ise  unattainable.
